The  willing  co-operation  between  the  players  and 
coaches  has  enabled  Jamestown  High  School  to 
have  a  successful  season  in  all  sports. 

Under  the  direction  of  Coaches  Klosterman,  Slade, 
and  Hedrick  the  Flying  Tigers  had  a  winning 
football  season.  They  posted  a  record  of  six  wins, 
three  losses,  and  two  ties,  scoring  171  points 
against  their  opponents'  57. 

The  Tigers'  most  thrilling  games  were  with  Allen 
Jay,  Trinity,  and  Guilford.  Jamestown  opened  its 
county  season  against  a  scrappy  Allen  Jay  eleven 
with  a  13  to  6  victory.  Against  Trinity,  our  arch 
rivals,  the  Tigers  fought  the  Bulldogs  to  a  12  to  12 
deadlock.  When  the  last  game  of  the  season 
came  around,  the  Tigers  found  themselves  battling 
their  old  rivals,  the  Guilford  Black  Hornets,  with 
a  chance  to  win  both  the  county  and  North  Pied- 
mont Conference  Championships.
